Friends from boy- 
hood, for many years neighbors and mem- 
bers of the same Farmer's Club, In sym- 
pathy with each other on public questions 
and warm friends today, Mr. Eastbnrn 
cannot and does not endorse the course 
pursued by Senator Rice in this instance. 
This In spite of the fact that he was ex- 
ceedingly anxious that Rice should be tfie 
nominee ot the Republican party, It was 
an extremely painful and disagreeable 
public duty Mi. Eastburn felt called upon

street. 


"When the doctor arrived the girl In 


formed him that she wanted to be put in 
shape to go to the Inter-State Fair today. 


"The doctor decided to lanoe the jaw 


and administered chloroform. The gir 
began to weaken and sank rapidly after 
inhaling the anaesthetic, and at 7 o clock 
Dr. Beatty wae called. While he was at 
the house the girl died."

CAPTAIN EDWARDS' LETTER. 


Doylestown Republican, 


Frank Q. Edwards, fusion candidate for 


Assembly, has written an open letter to 
tb* voters of Bristol. 
It is chiefly an at- 


tack npon Joseph K. Grundy, the prom- 
nent Bristol manufacturer, who is opposed 
to Captain Edwards' re election. 
In dis- 


cussing Mr. Grundy Captain Edwards in- 
cidently defines what he conceives to be 
the vital issue of the campaign in Bucks, 
and in that statement tbe voters of the 
county are deeply concerned. 
It IB as 


follows: 


"The only issue at stake in this cam* 


paign is the betterment of State and coun- 
ty politics and the attempt to drag in na- 
tional questions le only made for the pur- 
pose of disguising the efforts of tbe 'ma- 
chine' to deliver to Senator Quay the leg- 
islative delegation whom they have cove- 
nanted to hand over to that gentleman, 
pledged to vote for whichever men or 
whatever measures bo sbonld choose to 
select." 


This paragraph in Captain Edwards' 


letter is worthy of serious consideration 
from the fact that it emanates from one 
who is a candidate for the Legislature. 
By making U public he invites discussion 
not only of campaign issues but of bis 
own record, for it implies that he is a man 
of higher character and purer motives 
than tbe leaders and candidates of the 
Republican party in this county. 


Captain Edwards bays, in effect, that 


matters of national concern are not in- 
volved in the campaign, or, if be does not 
mean that literally, he does imply that 
national matters are of little consequence 
when he speaks of them as having been 
"dragged" to the fore. If this is his view 
of tbe situation he has made it clear to 
the voters of the county that he is totally 
unqualified for •the position he seeks. He 
should be tbe first to give great promi- 
nence to tbe discussion of national affairs. 
It IB not the purpose of the Republican to 
take an unfair advantage of Captain Ed-

{The public school board held Its month 
ly meeting in the directors' room in the 
high school 
building on last Thursday 


evening. 
Those present were, J. K. 


Wildmun, H. S. Rue, E. H. Foster, M, D. 
Harrison, W. H. Hall. Willam Booz, D. A. 
Barrett, William Jeyce, Frederick Stuck- 
ort, Doron Green. 


The treasurer reported all orders paid 


which had been drawn at the last meet 
ing. Also had received $14.00 from Estate 
of E. N. Booz, for fines from justice of 
peace court. 
The state appropriation 


amounting to $4,925.01 and the special 
appropriation of $235.22 in part payment 
of the deficit caused two years ago by 
Gov. Stone's reduction of the public 
sohool appropriation, 
were likewise re 


ceived. The regular state appropriation 
le$209J2 in excess of last year. The 
treasurer returned the tax duplicate which 
showed a delinquent balance of $1,471.73, 
being 239.29 less than last year. His col- 
lections during the first 60 days amounted 
to $9,602.73, on which an abatement of 
5 per cent ($180.13) was allowed. During 
the last 30 days the collections amounted 
to $743.86. The total amount of the tax 
duplicate was $11,818.32.} 


The school committeeTeported having

sent home for failure to comply with the 
law. In reply to a question from tho presi- 
dent Mr. Zapp aaid his objection to vac- 
cination was not through fear of tetanus, 
but that he would keep the children from 
school if they were not allowed to attend 
without being vaccinated. 
Mr. Wildman 


read the law, which is very explicit and 
stated that the board would enforce it. 
The school committee also reported that 
arrangments bad been made with the 
police committee of borough council by 
which the police officers were to assist in 
tho inforcement of the compulsory educa- 
tion act. 


The property committee reported that 


the new hot water heater bid been in- 
stalled in the Bath street school building, 
but when testing it a few days ago, it was 
found that the front section hid been 
broken in transit) and would have to be 
replaced with a new one.
